“I would have killed him,” Miller told 
the police, “ but the old cleaver would not 
swing right.” 

Crumb is lying near death at the Alexian 
Brothers’ hospital as a result of the terrible 
beating he received. : 

Borrows $50, Owes $400. 

Miller said that for a year loan sharke had 
threatened him and swallowed up his salary 
and cost him one good position. His wife, 
he said, was a good, saving girl, but he drank 
and gambled and lived far beyond his clerk's 
salary.

Objection is made to the proposed new 
charter because in the school system it would 
“ create a one man power,“ that is to say, 
because it would give the superintendent 
of schools large administrative power. As 
a matter of fact, although the school sys- 
tem is corporated with and under the 
common council of the city of Chicago, it is 
in fact a government by itself. The board 
of education is the common council of the 
Chicago public school syetem. The superin- 
temdent of schools is, to all intents and pur- 
poses, the mayor of the school system. In 
his capacity as manager of the schools—the 
administrative officer—the mayor—he should 
be invested with all the executive authority 
necessary to carry out the purposes of the 
board of education and the authority of his 
office. 58 
The mayor of the city of Chicago has dis- 
cretionary power under the law in many 
things, The new charter will give him 
discretion in. the matter of discharg- 
ing @nployés. The powers of the superin- 
tend of schools under the new charterar:3 
and ought to be to a great extent similar to 
those of the mayor of the city in relation to 
employés.

It is tested br hs some that the charter fs 
unsatisfactory upon the matter of civil serv- 
icé regulations. Under the present law, it 
is practically impossible to discharge an 
unsatisfactory employé without, in fact 
convicting him of a misdemeanor or crime. 
He can only be removed upon charges of 
a specific character and positive proof must 
be Presented to sutain the charges. It often 
happens that men are unsatisfactory pub- 
lic ‘servants not by reason of the fact that 
they have committed this or that specific 
offense, but that they are generally unfit 
for the position which they hold. But, to get 
rid ot such @ person, is practically out of the 
question under the present law. 

The new. charter provision in relation to 
‘civil service provides that removals may be 

made without permanently damaging the 

character of a person to be removed. This 
change in the law might be objected to but 
for the fact that in filling the places created 
by the removal of such person selection must 
be made, as heretofore, from the certified 

of the civil service commissioners. It may 1 
eqntended that removal after removal would 
be made in order to reach upon the list the 
names of those persons who were favored by 
the mayor and his politi¢al faction.

Beyond question, bad men might make this 
a serious matter. But we must take into 
consideration the fact that we have elected 
a mayor and intrugted him with many grave 
and arduous duties, and it does not seem un- 
reasonable, all things considered, to add to

question is largely a matter of contention be-

It appears to me to be indefensible to re- 
move a faithful public servant in order to 
make place for one who has no particular fit- 
ness for the position, except his fealty toa 
certain political party or a faction; but, at the 
same time, there is great danger of going too 
far in the other direction and building up a 
privileged and protected class of public serv- 
ice employés. Let us hope that advancing 
public sentiment in these respects will protect 
the worthy public employé in his position, and 
condemn the official who wantonly removes 
him merely for the purpose of providing a 
place for some one of his unfit personal fol- 
lowers, ;

I find that in some directions there is ob- 
jection to the proposed new city charter Be- 
cause it consolidates some of the park boards 


with the city government. It is — 


that, dy doing so, it exposes the park ma 

ment to all the vicious characteristics of city 
management. This is quite true, and the 
objection would be well grounded if it were 
to be fully established that the city govern- 
ment is to be vicious. But I accept, and I 
think others accept, that Chicago has entered 
upon a new dispensation in regard to the man- 
agement of its municipal affairs, and in the 
future she is not going to be satisfied with a 


slipshod, careless, or victous management of 


her affairs. This being the fact, it does not 
appear to me to be unwise to intrust the park 


xercising his .disere-. 


management to the city government. And. 
With all, it is exceedingly probable that the 


park management would be intrusted to 


much the same persons as commissioners 
who now hold those positions. In connection 
with this matter of consolidation, it may be 
pointed out that objectiom is also being urged 
to the proposed new city charter because it. 
does not consolidate all the taxing bodies 
which are wholly or in part within the city of 
Chicago. Thus it appears that while some 
are objecting because everything is not taken 
in, others are objecting because even a frac- 
tional part—the parks—are brought in. 

It appears that considerable opposition has 
arisen among leaders of the minority party 
because of the ward boundaries which the 
new charter proposes to establish. It is con- 
tended these new wards are gertymanders, 
giving advantages to the republican party 
organization. It is not worth while to enter 
into a detailed discussjon of this proposition. 
It is a partisan question, and I think that 
political questions should not enter into de- 
termining the votes of the people upon the 
question of the new charter. Where wehave 
political parties entering so extensively as 
factors into government policy as they do in 
the United States, it is to be expected that 
advantages will be seized upon when the op- 
portunity presents itself. American politics 
consists largely of taking advantage of the 
situations which are presented. Besides, the 
boundaries can be changed at any time here- 
after. 
— 

The primary election feature ot the pro- 
posed new charter is objected to by some be- 
cause it does not go far enough in the diree- 
tion of eliminating political parties from 
primary election voting. Politicians disitke 
any interférence whatever with primary 
election management. As the charter pro- 
vision had to run the gantlet of the poli- 
ticians of the entire state—republican and 
democratic—it was hardly to be expected 
that a primary election plan would be adopt- 
ed which was designed to eliminate the poli- 
tician from active control in politics. In my 


opinion the attainment of ultimate satisfac- 


tory primary election conditions depends 
to a great extent upon the people themselves, 
They must acquire a sufficient knowledge of 


act for themselves independent of the leader- 
ship of bosses. It is useless to legislate too 
far in advance of popylar conditions. 

Still another objection urged against the 
charter is that it is defective, because it 
does not provide for referendum on the initia- 
tive of the people. Some even go further and 
demand that it embrace what is known as 
the recall system. Without entering into 
any discussion of the merits of these proposi- 
tions, it seems to me that they are to be dis- 
posed of by the fact that no great element 
of the population of Chicago demands them, 
To have inserted them into the city charter 
would have been to propose an innovation 
in response to the demand of a small element 
of the population. The charter ought to 
be, and is presumed to be, the reflected opin- 
ion and wishes of the majority of the people. 

* “a — 

The manner in which the proposed new 
charter proposes to deal with public utility 
questions is creating criticism in some quar- 
ters. As I have said, the charter was not 
constructed for the purpose of satisfying 
extremists of any sort. In a generäl way, it 
provides for municipal ownership of any, or 
all, public utilities upon the same plan which 
the law establishes for the traction system. 
The result of the April election was such that 
there now exists little or no reason for be- 
lieving that the people of Chicago desire, at 
this or any other time, to embark upon 
municipal ownership and operation. There- 
fore, the fact that the proposed city charter 
does not sacrifice other conditions in order to 
bring about municipal ownership and opera- 
tion should not be urged against it. Ap- 
parently the people do not want municipal 
ownership and operation, and for the charter 
to appear to encourage it by establishing 
unwarrantedly easy conditions to bring it 
about would be unwise.

E. H. Harriman has served notice on the 
Armour company that after Oct. 1 his rail- 
ways will not need any more of its cars to 
handle California fruit shipments, which 
this year will amount to $15,000,000. A dis- 
patch from San Francisco says Robert Gra- 
ham has arrived there to close up the Ar- 
mours’ business. 

It was in 1885 the Armour refrigerator cars 
were first used to handle California fruits. 
Of 8,000 ears of fruit sent east the Armours 
had only 395 cars. Later the Armours mide 
a deal with the Southern Pacific and Santa 
Fé by which they got the bulk of the pusiness 
and froze out competitors. Several years 
later the Santa Fé established its own re- 


, frigerator car line, taking a lot of shipments. 


away from the Armours.

Both engineers 
set their brakes and then jumped, while the 
two great locomotives crashed into each 
other and, locked together, rolled into the 
ditch. 


was hurled back into the crowded day coach 
like a great ram and tore it asunder from end 
to end. As it did so the rear end of the bag- 
gage car rose up, so that when it stopped a> 
the forward end of the smoker, after tearing 
through the day coach, the car was almost 
perpendicular. 

The shattered day coach was crowded with 
more than fifty people. Shortly before the 
accident a few of the men had gone backinto 
the smoking car in the rear, leaving the 
‘women to get a little sleep in the straight 
seats. One of those who escaped said that 
as the train was rounding the curve some 
one in the front of the car began to sing, so 
that nearly every one was awake when the 
crash came. 

As soon as the passengers who had escaped 
injury recovered from the stunning shock 
they groped their way forward to the day 
coach. which in the dim light presented a 
ghastly spectacie. Fortunately, fire did not 
add to the horror of the wreck;\for the 
smmashed engines lay far off the track. | 


Sun Rises Over Horror. 


The train hands and passengers quickly 
began the work of rescue. The. bodies of 
the dead were laid beside the track quickly, 
while the rescuers turned their attention to 
those who needed aid. Great beams were 
lifted, broken joists were thrown aside, and 
the bleeding and mangled forms were 
dragged out and laid on the backs of broken. 
seats or upon blankets from the sleeping 
cars. Wounds were hastily bound up and 


| cuts stanched by strips of bedding from the 


sleepers. The little band worked diligently 
in the dawning light before the doctors came. 
The sun, which rose about the time the 
first doctors reached the scene, disclosed to 
them the full extent of the disaster. The 
sides of the passenger coach lay on either 


tangled mass of iron and steel, from which 
the steam was still rising, and which had 
once been two locomotives. 

Off to one side was a crowd of people hur- 
rying from one writhing form to another in 
a vain attempt to ease their pains. On the 
other side of the track all were silent, as 
one by one the bodies of the dead were laid 
in an ever increasing row until sixteen life- 
legs forms were resting side by side beneath 
trees. 


Heroism and Pathos in Disaster. 
The wreck was not without its heroes 
and one of these was Frank Ryan, a brake- 
‘man on the express. Ryan was caught in 
the wreck and had an artery severed. He 
was unconscious for nearly fifteen minutes 
and when he regained his senses his first 


he knew was thundering down on the wreck 
with no brakeman in the rear to wave a 
warning signal. In a few words Ryan told 
of the approaching danger and the Montreal 
express was stopped only a quarter of a 
mile from the rear of the wrecked train. The 
passengers on the Montreal express also 
ted in the work of rescue and the care 

of the wounded. 2 
As soon as practicable the more seriously 
injured were taken by train to Hanover, 
N. H., where they were given medical and 
surgical treatment at the Margaret Hitch- 
cock hospital, at Dartmouth College. But 
before the train reached Hanover eight of 
the injured had sucumbed to their injuries, 
which brought the death roll up to twenty- 
four.

‘gus than the life it has led for the last half 
dozen years or so. One writer says he ap- 
proves the progressive policies of the presi- 
dent, to some extent,” and then adds, ad- 
mire a progressive policy, but slightly less 
bulldog than Roosevelt.“ 

A much more distinct difference with the 
president comes from one who says he ap- 
proves the progressive policy in some cases, 
but not as a whole, and then explains by 
saying we have had enough progression; 
conservatism would berestful. We certainly 
have had enough hysteria and grand stand 
politics.” 

Policy in a Radical Dangerous. 

There is, however, a distinct feeling in 
Pennsylvania, as well as in other states, that 
any of the candidates mentioned may be 
heartily in favor of what is known as the 
Roosevelt policies and still be deficient in 
some of his aggressiveness to such an extent 


| as to prevent the full fruition of these policies 


in the future for lack of vigorous enforce- 
ment. For instance, one man says: 

“I prefer a man who is progressive. I 
rather fear a man with the Roosevelt ideas 
and not the Roosevelt ability.“ . 

Another expresses it this way: 

“TI do not believe that another can be so 
aggressive without overreaching,” while a 
third declares for a man of more conserva- 
tive views, but with the president's backbone 
and energy.” 

As to the appreciation of individual candi- 
dates, one member of the legislature from

Trust Act, if Observed, 
Would Cause Chaos. 


HOPE IS IN CO-OPERATION 


Legal Efforts to Force Competi- 
tion Declared to Be Be- 
hind the Times. 


% Codperation, not competition, is the hope 
of the future,” declared Martin A. Knapp, 
chairman of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, as he explained his attack on the 
Sherman anti-trust law at the meeting of 
the American Association of Freight Traffic 
officers Saturday. 

“That law,” he continued, “ defeats the 
purpose for which it was passed and if the 
railroads of the country did not violate it, 
as interpreted by 
would have a” “chaotic condition suited only 
for sava 

“As I ag optimistic, I hope to see either 
the Supreme court of the United States come 
around to my way of thinking or congress 
pass a law providing a legal status to these 
traffic associations all over the country. 
They are absolutely necessary to the eonduct 
of railroad business, if the provisions of the 
new rate law with reference to discrimina- 
tions are maintained.” 


Pooling Is Not Necessary. 

“Then you believe in pooling the traffic 
of the great systems?” Mr. Knapp was asked. 

„ Not at all,” he replied. “Ten years ago 
this might have been a good thing, but it is 
mo longer necessary. The mutual interest 
which one common carrier has in another 
accomplishes the same purpose with less con- 
fu ane ; 

xs What if one man or a set of men secure 
control over all the roads?’ 

“Tt is not far from that now, and it is 
my humble belief that the Sherman anti- 
trust law has been one of the agencies which 
caused the condition. The mall roads, which 
under other conditions might have retained 
their identity and separate management, 
‘have been gobbled up. It was the obvidus ro- 
sult. and to complicate matters the owners. 
of two great systems reach a tacit agreement 
=“ which cannot be discovered by the forces 
back of the antiztrust law. In many in- 
stances this agreement is of such a charac- 
ter that it cannot be attacked and it serves 
the purpose even better. 

“The law was founded on the exploded 
belief that competition, the fiercer and more 
bitter the better, ie best for the gen 
public. In the old days of stage coaches 
this may have been so, but the higher civ- 
* #lization which has brought raitroads, steam- 
boats, telephones, elect lights, and all 
these modern conveniences can never thrive 
on that kind of nourishment. The ukimate. 
end of such competition is that one of the 
parties to it must be forced to the wall. I 
cannot see that this is a thing to be desired. 

How much better it would be if an agree- 
ment, not necessarily as to prices but as to 
territory, could be arrived at. This uld 
not kill competition, the healthy ion 
which says that the man who can manufac- 
ture his products at a less cost may undersell 
‘his competitor. We would have, however, 
more of codperation, more of help, and

New Official Will Seek to Have New 
Industries Locate Here. a 


Chicago is to have an official booster. This 
is the decision reached by the Chicago Asso- 
ciation of Commerce, The form of “ bocst- 


ing will be the addition of an industrial 


commissioner to ths staff of the association's 
civic industrial committee, whose duty will 
be to compile statistics and furnish informa- 
tion concerning industrial conditions, loca- 
tion, transportation, and cost of production 
to manufacturers and all who may apply. 

The new commissioner will be W. H. 
Manss, late industrial commissioner of the 
Chicago, Burlington, and Quincy railroad 
system. He will have his offices at the head- 
quarters at 77 Jackson boulevard. Mr. 
Manss is a graduate of Wittenberg college 
of Ohio and of Yale university, and a stu- 
dent of economics at Oxford and the Uni- 
versity of Berlin. He installed the indus- 
trial department of the C., B. & Q. system. 
Part of his work was to form commercial 
associations in towns along the road and to 
make industrial tensuses of every town and 
village. 

Says Chicago Needs Such Official. 

The announcement of the employment of 
Mr. Mane is made in a circular letter, to- 
gether with the need of Chicago for such an 
official, The circular, in part, reads: 

„The Chicago Association of Commerce 
announces what, in the opinion of the execu- 
tive committee, is one of the most important 
of the agsociation’s recent acts for the up- 
building of the great central market. 

It is the conviction ot the association 
that, better than any one of its great con- 
stituent interests singly, it is qualified to 
organize a service in behalf, not af any one 
interest but for city and market as a whole.

Fine Weather and Fading Frost 
Fears Help the Arguments 
| of Bears. 


Although there was no radical change in 
the complexion of market Influences, wheat 
values displayed weakness the greater part 
of last week. As e whole, news offerings 
were considered favorable to the market 
optimists, who, however, did not display the 
energy shown in the previous week. Fur- 
ther curtailment of speculative activity and 
an increased and a more general volume of 
realizing were largely responsible for the 
depression. Some recovery from the lowest 
spots of the week was made, but the final 
quotations Saturday showed net declines of 
20 for September, 2%c for December, and 
2%@%c for May, as compared to those of 
the previous short session. 

Firmness was displayed in foreign markets 
when our mart ruled weak, and on several 
occasions ignored advances in do- 
mestic northwestern markets. There was 
enough in the spring wheat crop advites to 
give good inspiration to bullish hope, but 
bullish endeavor at no time wag strongly ae-| 
gertive. Traders who are uncertain as to 
their speculative inclinations evidently fig- 
ured that a natural reaction was due, and 
some concluded that prevailing prices have 
discounted bullish features of the gen- 
eral situation. Heavy selling by big inter- 
ests that have been allied with the bullish 
forces contributed genefously to the gloomi- 
ness, the materia! effect of it being accentuat- 
ed by pressure from a host of less preten- 
tious holders. 


Bears Point to Heavy Holdings. 

Bears point their longest digits to the heavy 
holdings of wheat at leading centers, putting 
emphasis on the weekly increases being 
recorded here. They hold that substantial 
betterment of the market cannot result until 
the demand from abroad becomes such as 
to work big reductions in the stocks of red 
winter, the burdensomeness of which here 
is pronounced.

PLAYERS FIGHT OFF MOB. 


Almost Fatal Injury to Official 
Stirs Onlookers to Frenzy 
of Rage at Thrower. 


St. Louls, Mo., Sept. 15.--[Special.]}—Struck 
at the base of the brain by a pop bottle 
thrown from the bleachers, William Evans, 
an American league umpire, was carried un- 
censcious from Sportsman's park to a hos- 
pital téday, and for hours his life hung ir 
the balance. Tonight, however, the physi- 
clans attending him pronounced the umpire 
out of danger. 

The fan who threw the battle, Hugo Du- 
senberg, aged 17 years, an attaché of the 
German consulate here, was saved from 
lynching only by the quick action of the 
players on the St. Louis and Detroit teams, 
who formed themselves into a guard and 
held back with bats a mob which threatened 


the boy. . 
Players Hold Off Mob. 

The players. managed, with the ald of a 
reserve force of fifty police, to beat back the 
attack and hustle the youth away to a place 
where he could be hidden until it was safe 
to take him to the police station. 

A dispute in the third inning of the first 
game of the double header which was to be 
played between the Browns and the Detroit 
team led to the injury of the umpire. Harry 
Howell of the Browns had knocked a ball 
far out on the left field foul line and had 
circled the bases on it, when the Detroit 
players claimed it was foul. 

Umpire Bvans went to the field to demon- 
strate the exact spot in which the ball had 
fallen when Dusenberg, who was sitting in 
the bleachers, threw the bottle. It struck 
Evans squarely on the back of the head and 
then broke into a score of pieces, which 
slightly injured several other persons who 
were standing nearby.

Evans dropped to the ground unconscious 
and immediately the ery of “ Lynch him 
went up from all parts of the grounds. The 
crowd rushed from the bleachers and grand 
stands, tearing down the nettings and rail- 
ings, and was soon in full chase of the boy 


who had thrown the bottle. 


After the players had held back the crowd 
until the arrival of thé police,
